Smith states that while traveling 
through the most wild and barren of the 
Tennessee counties borderingon the state 
of Mississippi, he stopped to spend the 
night with an old gentleman in whose 
lot were piled some six or eight bales of 
cotton. Knowing by what an uncertain 
tenure the staple is held by its owners 
further south, when they find it neces- 
sary toleave it out at night without a 
guard, Smith said to his host, after sup- 
r:
